During this past autumn, Dr. Shaw took advantage 
of his new “liberty” and with Mrs. Shaw, the author 
of very lovely poetry, traveled through Eastern Canada 
and the New England States to observe the autumnal 
beauty in that part of the country, and also attended 
the Square Dance Festival in Chicago. They were royal- 
ly entertained wherever they visited. 

Although Dr. Shaw has retired from directing the 
school and its many responsibilities, we sincerely hope 
that he will never retire from his beloved recreational 
field through which so many have been given great 


pleasure and joy, to dancers and onlookers alike. Our 
most sincere wishes to Dr. and Mrs. Shaw for many 
more fruitful, healthy and joyous years.

CHARLOTTE LEWIS CHEN 
MOVED TO CONNECTICUT... 


One of Chicago’s Moving spirits in the folk dance 
field has moved from Chicago with her family, and they 
are now residing in Norwalk, Connecticut. Mrs. Chen 
and her sister, Jerry Joris, were responsible for in- 
troducing folk dancing at International House on the 
University of Chicago campus, even before the House 
was built, and during the years when it was still purely 
an ethnic activity, danced by “foreigners” in their par- 
ish halls or by their children in some settlement house. 
It was the Lewis sisters who introduced folk dancing 
(of the foreign type) to “non-ethnics”’, opening a new 
avenue of recreation and appreciation of the folk-lore 
culture of other peoples to the general student body. 
Thus folk dancing bécame an integral activity of the 
House from its very beginning. 

Mrs. Chen (endearingly called “Chilly”) and Jerry 
have hearts of pure gold, are active, ever-ready to help 
anyone in need, filled with understanding and devoid 
of any form of prejudice. Tho they are American of 
Welsh and Dutch extraction, whose forbears came to 
these shores many generations ago, they are ever in- 
terested in giving a helping hand wherever needed. 
Charlotte was “the friend in need” of the Oriental stu- 
dents and other “foreigners” at the University. 

Besides being a wife and a mother to a son of 
six, also a “proxy” mother to two nephews, keeping 
house, and folk dancing several times a week, she found 
time for Red Cross work—devoting a day a week at a 
veterans’ hospital as a nurse’s aide and teaching clas- 
ses in first aid—working with Oriental student groups, 
plus numerous hours spent with various groups at In- 
ternational House. The moving of the family and Chilly 
to Norwalk is a great loss to many who found in her a 
friend and one to turn tw when there was need. 

Sister Jerry, with all the qualities of Chilly, has 
taken over the instruction of folk dancing at Interna- 
tional House now that Vyts is hospitalized and Chilly 
moved far away. She has a long record of teaching and 
is a popular square dance caller in the Chicago area. 
She instructs in one of the city parks and at many pri- 
vate parties, and has attended for many years “Pappy” 
Shaw’s square dance classes in Colorado Springs.

ISRAEL DANCE FESTIVAL
